Today's Geographic Study of 


Tbe Great European War Zone 


"If historical associations inspire to 
rave deeds, the British forces in their 
offensive against the Germans along 
he Somme river should be heartened 
o extraordinary acts of valor by the 
bought that they 
are fighting in 


Pieardy," says today's war geography 


ulletin of the National 
Geographic 


society, issued in Washington. 


"This ancient province of France, 


now divided into four departments— 
the Somme, Oise, Pas-de-Calais, and 
Aisne—has two battlefields whose 
•ery names quicken the pulse* of En- 
glishmen, for it was at Crecy that the 
Black Prince won his spurs, and at 
Agmcourt that Henry V, commanding 
lis yoemen with their cloth-yard bows 
utterly 
overthrew 
the flower of 


French chivalry. 


''Pieardy is a treasured 
name in 


romantic literature and in 
French 


history. It; had a literature of 
its 


own-in the 12th century and its sol- 


blind led a heroic 
charge for his 


French ally. 
Some historians trace 


the Prince of Wales' crest of three 
ostrich feathers and the motto 'Ich 
dien" (I serve) to this battle, the 
Flack Prince adopting them from the 
fallen John in memory of the event. 


"Less than 20 miles northeast of 


Crecy is Agmcourt where the Eng- 
lish archers, nearly 70 years later, 
after letting fly their clouds of ar- 
rows against the heavily armored no- 
bles, attacked them with hatchets as 
they floundered helplessly in mud.

buy stocks and bonds unless the cor- 
poration they buy them from con- 
tracts to pay the income tax on them. 
The corporation selling the stocks or 
bonds agree to do this, then just adds 
the income tax to the retail price of 
its goods to the public. 
Thus the
